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Established in the Budget Act of 2018  to provide funding 

for Community-Based Organizations (CBOs) to deliver re-

entry services for those formerly incarcerated.  Three 

funding categories were identified as follows: 

• Rental Assistance 

• Warm Handoff 

• Rehabilitation of existing property or buildings 

The BSCC has continuously administered the Adult Reentry 

Grant Program since its establishment and has awarded 

114 projects over $120 million to date.
